FoR THE YEAR ENDING FEs. 15, 1899. 


Parents and Guardians: 


A year of fair prosperity in all our schools, closes with 
this report. 

Taking into consideration the amount of money we 
expend annually for the support of schools, should not all 
voters, and especially all parents ask themselves, what can 
be done to get the most benefit from the outlay? 

Now, with 158 pupils attending our schools the past 
year, was it right or necessary that the average attend- 
ance was only 108? 

It would seem that there was a substantial loss that 
_the parents could have prevented, by insisting that their 
children should be prompt and constant in school attend- 
ance. 

Let us not be too severe in condemning N. H. savings 
banks when we wantonly waste one-third of our school 
funds, in neglecting the advantages offered our children. 
The money loss although considerable, is of little account 
in comparison with the children’s losses, in lack of prepara- 
tion for filling the better and higher positions in business 
and society. 

As ‘we pass the milestones of life and look back over 
the road we have traveled, we see that each year but em- 
phasizes the necessity of a more liberal education to meet 
the requirements of the present. day. 

Every year since the foundation of our government, 
has witnessed the invention and introduction of labor- 


r* 
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saving machines, diminishing the demand for, and value of 
manual labor, and increasing the chances of those having 
a substantial mental training. 

The day when a brave heart and strong purpose backed 
by a slight knowledge of the ‘‘three R’s’” was sufficient 
for success in the battle of life, has passed, and those who 
expect to, see their children win must see that they are 
morally, mentally and physically educated to meet the 
demands of twentieth century conditions. 

We may be very sure skilled labor and educated brains 
will always command a premium in town or city, and 
that the unskilled and ignorant must be content with 
menial positions. Choose ye for your children—which ?

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD, 


FoR THE YEAR ENDING FEB. 15, 1900. 


Parents and Voters: 


In submitting to you our anuual report we Heniere we 
can say that the schools have as a whole, been fairly suc- 
cessful. The teachers have been competent, faithful and 
painstaking and have labored ae ts for the welfare of 
their pupils. 

In a few instances the average attendance has been 
most lamentably low. In one school, one term, only 43 
per cent. and in another school 60 per cent. of the pupils 
attending daily, showing a loss to those schools of over 
one-half of the school time, and in addition to the loss of 
those not attending, irregular attendance breaks up classes, 
keeps pupils back in their studies for the delinquents, and 
is generally demoralizing and depressing to all the interests 
of the school. 

It would seem unnecessary to urge parents to give their 
children all the advantages our schools provide. They are 
meagre enough at the best; and the school period at the 
longest is but a few brief years. Not a day should be 
missed, or an hour lost. Your children will bless you in 
after years, if you give them an education so they can take 
their places among men qualified to work out the prob- 
lems, and bear the burdens and reap the profits of the 
coming century. 

Education will assure to your children the best positions ; 
ignorance will guarantee to them the lowest and least 
remunerative places. 
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Is it not worth your constant and greatest effort to 
qualify your children for those positions that will gratify 
their ambitions in life, honor you in their advancement 
and the town and state by their influence and worth? 

Will not every parent and every voter make a united 
effort to improve our schools and see that all the children 
are given, compelled even, to receive all the advantages 
our schools provide?
